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FOREWORD 


This  booklet  shows  in  graphic  form  the  results  of  Commodity  Credit  Corporation 
programs  to  move  agricultural  commodities  eligible  for  price  support.  Despite  the  fact 
that  sizeable  amounts  of  commodities  have  been  removed  from  inventory,  CCC  still  owns 
large  quantities  of  cotton,  wheat,  com,  and  grain  sorghums,  and  holds  loans  covering 
large  amounts  of  tobacco. 

CCC  is  emphasizing  sales  for  dollars.  Of  the  four  billion,  two  hundred  million 
dollars  worth  of  commodities  moved  out  of  inventory  from  July  1,  1957  through  October 
31,  1958,  dollar  sales  accounted  for  two  billion,  four  hundred  million  dollars,  or  nearly 
58  percent.  The  balance  represents  the  value  of  commodities  moved  through  other  impor¬ 
tant  programs  such  as  sales  for  foreign  currencies,  barter,  transfers  to  other  Government 
agencies,  and  donations. 

Until  May  12,  1958,  CCC  sold  the  bulk  of  its  commodities  for  export  on  competitive 
bid.  Since  that  time,  a  different  approach  with  regard  to  its  export  sales  of  certain  com¬ 
modities  has  been  developed.  On  September  4,  1956,  a  payment- in-kind  program  for 
wheat  was  instituted.  On  May  12,  1958,  a  similar  program  became  effective  for  com,  on 
July  1,  1958,  for  oats,  rye,  barley,  and  grain  sorghums,  and  on  December  15,  1958,  for 
rice.  A  dual  payment-in-kind  program  under  which  competitive  bid  sales  are  also  made 
was  developed  for  cotton. 

Some  of  the  charts  and  tables  in  the  booklet  show  the  effects  of  these  payment-in¬ 
kind  programs  on  CCC  sales  and  inventories.
